EDITORIAL NOTES. 


It appears to bea well authenti- 
cated rumor that a thousand Chinese 
cigar-makers have been contracted for 
by Eastern manufacturers. This is 
fighting fire with fire, San Francisco 
cigar makers, by employing -coolies, 
were able-to import tobacco, manu- 
facture it, reship it East, paying 
double freight and interest on the capi- 
tal invested, and undersel! the product 
of free white labor. Now, Eastern 
manufacturers are about to avail them- 
selves of Chinese labor and skill, and 
will at least be able to hold control of 
their own market. But between the 
avarice of employers, East and West, 
white labor will go to the wall. [t is 
about time something effectual were 
done to terminate the ruinous com- 
petation of imported slave labor with 
free American industry. The country 
did not sacrifice almost countless treas- 
ure, and at least 4 million lives, to 
abolish domestic slavery simply to 
pave the way for a more peroicious 
system of slavery, organized by capital 
to degrade the labor ranks of America. 


The people of Iowa are to vote, on 
the 26th of June, on an amendment to 
their State Constitution — forbidding 
the sale of all intoxicants. The fight 
is already getting very hot, and party 
lines are largely ignored. The. prin- 
cipal paper in the State, the Des 
Moines Register, and a majority of the 
rural weeklies, favor the measure. It 
is a significant fact that the Germans 
are as much divided as the native citi- 
zens. Both sides are doing-their best, 
and the excitement will increase until 
the day for voting is past. 

To disarm an Indian is a good thing, 
and Secretary Teller has shown what 
Western people call “ sand ” by order- 
ing the disarmment of all wandering 
“hucks.” But while this action of 
the Secretary's shows good Western 
horse senre, he shou!d go further and 
dismount all Indians under the con - 
trol of the Indian office. That an 
Indian will not work may be taken as 
proven, and it is equally true that a 
plains Indian wil! not walk. Confiscate 
the ponies and you have gone a long 
way on the road toward a discovery 
of how to civilize the Iudian.

rhe Amendment Don't Stand. 
WASHINGTON, June 17. 
Senator Miller made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to amend the whisky bill 
that was introduced in the «Senate 
He offered an amendment 
providing that all brandy made from 
grapes used in making sweet or still 


wines may be removed from bond 
without taxes. He explained that in 
the maonfacture of still wines fermen- 
tatiun is stopped by the use of grapes. 
The duty on foreign, sweet or still 
wines is 40,cents per gallor, and the 
tax on brandy used in makiog native 
sweet wine i: 90 cents per gallon. 
After calling attention tothe advan- 
tage the proposed amendment would 
give manufacturers of American still 
wives, Miller said: “The encourage- 
ment by the United States of such a 
wine would be a public benefit and 
enable our native wine-makers to 
compete with foreign wine-makers in 
France and other countries, which 
they are now not able to do. I regard 
itas simple justice to place these 
manufacturers in such position that 
they can successfully compete with 
foreign producers.” Miller’s amead- 
ment was rejected without a division.

He estimated that five 
years’ work would be required to 
settle all claims and recommends that 
if the bill should pass a proviso be in- 
serted that claims pending before the
